The problem, Mr. Escalante, is that illegal immigrants unfairly suppress the 
price of labor at the lower end of the scale. The cost of labor depends on 
supply and demand, just like any other commodity. 

I frequently hear that illegal immigrants are just taking jobs that "Americans 
won't do", and this is true as far as it goes, but it is not the whole truth. 
Instead, we should say that Americans won't do those jobs AT THAT 
WAGE. If there is an undesirable job to be done, like processing chickens 
or picking vegetables, then there are few who will seek out those jobs for 
minimum wage. In a free market, that means that producers must pay a 
higher wage to attract workers. Eventually wages will rise to the point that 
Americans will do those jobs. 

This is where the illegal immigrants come in. Since they are willing to take 
those jobs for a sub-minimum wage salary, it unfairly suppresses the price 
of labor, and puts Americans out of work.
